Something About the Fort 
Wayne and Terre Haute. 


G e n e r a l T r a c k T o p i c s . 


F O K T W A Y N E A N D T E R R E 
H A U T E . 


The directors of this road held a 
meeting this morning, and everything 
was reported promising well. 
Edwin 
Evans, president, and F. H. Wolke, 
treasurer, will leave to-morrow morn- 
ing in a team for Markle, to work up 
the project between this city and that 
point. 
To the Editor of the Sentinel: 


It is perhaps inevitable in the 
prosecution of new enterpriaes that 
new ideas should succeed each other, 
and successively modify those that 
have gone before; and perhaps the 
truth of this observation is felt more 
in railroad enterprises than any other. 
Those who project them often un- 
consciously lay the foundations of 
what is afterward developed into a 
system, of which they had not the 
slightest idea at the start, while the 
ends they set out to accomplish, often 
become secondary, if not of very 
trifling consequence. 
Does any one 
imagine that the men who projected 
what has since grown to be the P. F. 
W. 
& C. 
Kailroad, 
had the 
slightest conception that what 
they 
were then doing, would eventually 
amount to what it does? At the start 
it was hoped that the road would be a 
good feeder to the canal, and old citi- 
»ens will remember it was this union 
of canal and railroad that was to work 
wonders in stimulating the growth of 
the city and the development of the 
county, that was mainly relied on for 
getting the county to subscribe the 
$100,000 of stock in the company that 
secured the building of the road. This 
was twenty-eight years ago; and when 
we contrast the picture of canal and 
railroad aa it was then with what it is 
HOW we are admonished of the vanity of 
human calculation as applied to such 
subjects. All that we may safely ven- 
ture to predict of them, seems to 
amount to this, viz: 
That marvels of 
growth and development may be ex- 
pected, but just in what way these 
will ceme, or how work when they 
come are things that seem to defy 
human foresight. 


I have been led by these reflections 
to modify somewhat the views express- 
ed in my communication in the SEN- 
TINEL of the 20th inst., as to what 
may be expected to result from the 
building of the Fort Wayne and 
Terre liaute Railroad. 
The review 
of the canal and our first railroad, has 
tended to shake the confidence then 
exposed as to the connection our 
Terre Haute road should make for 
east bound freight in grain and live 
stock from this point. 
That will be a 
matter 
that may be safely left to 
take 
care 
of itself, as it will 
surely do when the time comes, in 
spite of all that may be done to fore- 
stall it. 
Let us try to bring to Fort 
Wayne all that we can, leaving the 
main lines of railroad, that now carry 
the products of this region to the sea- 
board markets, to make the best bids 
they can for the business we may 
bring them. 
It can hardly fail to re- 
sult from this that Fort Wayne will 
become an important grain and live 
stock market. 
But in order to secure 


this, something mut be done, not only 
to counteract what is being done by 
omr neighbors to draw away the trade 
we now 
kare, but to open new 
means of access to parts of the state 
frem which our business men are now 
practically excluded. 


The Eel Biver road and the Balti- 
more and Ohio are already drawing 
away business from us on the west, 
north and northeast, while the Toledo, 
Delphofi and Bluffton will soon be felt 
doing the same thing for us on the 
south and southwest unless something 
be done to counteract it. 
There is a 
large district of rich country to the 
west of us, between the Wabash River 
and the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago road, that might be easily 
brought into close business relations 
with Fort Wayne, and yet a businera 
man from the section referred to is 
hardly ever seen in our streets. Nei- 
ther the Wabash nor the Pittsburgh 
gets a car load of business from the 
f 
reater part of the section I refer to. 
t all finds its way to other markets 
by one or the other of the five roads 
that cross it from north to south. I t 
is obvious that a large share of the 
business of this section might be 
brought to Fort Wayne by the con- 
struction of a narrow gauge road, and 
that such a road would not affect un- 
favorably any existing road to the city 
from the west; but, on the contrary, 
would be a valuable feeder to each of 
them. 
Those who read this are re- 
quested to turn to a railroad map of 
the state for verification of what is 
stated above.

THE WABASH. 


Yesterday morning's Toledo Com- 
mm-cial contains the following inter- 
esting items concerning the Wabash : 


We have authority for saying that 
so far as is known at Wabash head- 
quarters the matter pertaining to the 
building of the new line between 
Toledo and Detroit is progressing 
favorably. 
The rumors to the effect 
that the Great Western had with- 
drawn from the contract, are only ru- 
mors. 
It will not be long, however, 
until the matter is brought to a crisis. 


A Wabash ofBcial probably defines 
the situation with a greater or less de- 
gree of correctness when he says that 
the Grand Trunk wishes Toledo to 
build its line to this city, and the 
Wabash wishes Detroit to build its 
line to that city, and they both would 
like to have Toledo and Detroit build 
an independent line between the two 
cities named. 


The freight business on the Wabash 
is now lighter than it was. It is an off 
season. 
Western farmers are too busy 
with their harvesting just now to mar- 
ket their produce. 


The last St. Louis express, due here 
on the Wabash at 10:18, was an hour 
and a quarter late last night, and when 
it did come into the depot the train 
men were told of two narrow escapes 
from serious accidents. 
When be- 
tween Napoleon and Liberty the train 
ran off the track while going at full 
speed, but was stopped before any 
damage was done. 
While inspecting 
the cars to see that all were uniniured, 
a blazing box of a Pullman sleeper 
was discovered, which had ignited the 
flooring of the car. The flames were 
extinguished and the train proceeded.

Simé Startling Revelations of Low 
Life hi Fort Wayne. 


What at first seemed to be a very 
mysterious murder has within the last 
forty-eight hours developed itself won- 
derfully, and now the officers think 
there is no doubt of the identity of the 
dastardly murderer of John Sheehy 
on the fair grounds last Friday night. 
This is as it should be. For a man to 
be murdered in a crowd of several 
thousand people by the light of a full 
moon and a dozen lamps, and in the 
immediate company of a number of 
his friends and in sight of an officer of 
the law, and in face of all this to have 
the murderer escape, leaving no clue 
to his identity, would be 


A SHAME A N D A BURLBEQUE 
upon our officers, and a mere farce 
would be all our vaunted protection 
and Jaw. The crime and its details 
were sickening enough without adding 
to them the fact that tlin murderer 
will escam unscathed and unknown. 
John 
Sheehy 
lay 
dying, 
his 
lifeblood 
trickling 
away 
to 
the tune of "Old Zip Coon" sawed 
on a wheezy old fiddle, while the jing- 
ling of beer glasses, the pattering of 
many feet on the dance floor, together 
with the obscene curses and foul lan- 
guage of half a hundred prostitutes 
and harlots of the lowest order com- 
bined to make the scene more disgust- 
ing. 
But no such fine feeling as dis- 
gust was found there. 
An occasional 
passer-by would ask, ''Who is that!" 
"Drunk again?" or "What's the mat- 
ter, John?" but few of all the throng 
thought to tender any assistance to 
the dying man, and scarcely any one 
made inquiries as to who did the 
bloody deed. On Saturday morning 
the whole affair seemed

At noon a few arrests were made, but 
no one felt confident that the proper 
parties had been found. All daylong 
the officers of the city and county 
both worked with all their might— 
some openly to attract attention from 
the true point and others worked si- 
lently having their object always in 
sight. 


S W A Y N E ' S 
ARBBST. 


Between 7 and 8 p. m, Saturday 
SheriflF Munson arrested Jack Swayne, 
who was standing at the corner of 
Court and Berry streets, with hit 
brother George. 
When he was arrest- 
ed he said he was not at Swinney 
Park after 6 o'clock Friday evening, 
and that he had not been out of town 
that day (Saturday.) 


The train of circumstances which 
was partly unraveled Saturday seemed 
to indicate pretty conclusively that 
Emma Zink's crowd were in some way 
implicated in the murder. 
The sus- 
pected parties were shadowed all day 
by the officers and amateur detectives: 
i. e., reporters for the S E N T I N E L . 


Mrs. Emma Richards, divorced wife 
of George Richards, who lives at No. 
75 Water street, has Emma Zink for 
a regular 
boarder, 
while 
Rebecca 
Weist and Rose Overly are occasion- 
ally domiciled at her place. 
The offi- 
cers went to the house several times 
on Saturday and found it deserted. 
Saturday a'SENTiNEi^ reporter found 
Mrs. R., but as stated in the issue of 
that day, she positively refused to talk, 
declaring that she knew nothing what- 
ever about the matter. 
Al^ut 11 
o'clock Saturday night, however, she 
made the following statement: 


EMMA RICHARDS'S

"On the afternoon of the 4th of 
July I attended the platform dance 
at the fair grounds, Mrs. Zink, Mrs.

I did not know wher« she had 
gone and I asked Em. Zink and she 
told me, I was on the platform, and I 
called Mrs, Wiest, she did not answer 
and I went out among the trees to 
find her.

Thereupon Mrs. OTcrly, Em.

They stayed 
on the outside of the fence and I went 
in to see Swayne. 
I learned that he 
was not on the pounds, as he 
had taken a horse which had run the 
day before to Tommy Hunt's. We 
then started home on a street car, and 
just before we got off the car the dri- 
ver said to us, 'Girls, do you know 
that man who was stabbed with a wo- 
man, died?' To this Mrs. Overly re- 
pled, 'O God! No I Wasn't she a 
brave woman?' 
After we left the car 
she said to us, 'Girls, didn't I do that 
slick?

Wiest, were brought to the city, and 
about 2 o'clock yesterday morning the 
heavy iron doors of the jail closed be- 
hind them. 


Upon the return Emma Zink was 
found by Sheriff Munson, on Water 
street, and conveyed to jail. 
She was 
very drunk at the time she was placed 
under arrest. 


When Munson drove up to the 
Richards house it was 4 o'clock in the 
morning. He had Rose Overly and 
Rebecca Wiest in the wagon, and he 
called "Em" -very loudly several times. 


Em" finally came to the window and 
Munson called to her, "Come down." 


"Who are you and what do you 
want," asked she. 


"O, come down," replied the sheriff. 
Robe is here and we're all going to 
skip." 


Are you there. Rose," asked the 
festive "Em." 
"Yes," said Rose. 
"All right," said "Em," and down 
she came. She jumped into the vehicle 
and asked where they were going. 
"To jail," said the sheriff.

question from the coroner he said he 
would have come to town on Saturday 
and told the officers, but for the sick- 
ness of a member of his family.

S E N T I N E L reporter visited the 
jail this morning and generously offer- 
ed to converse with the women, but 
they absolutely refused to say a 
word. 


A N I N T E R V I E W WITH S W A Y N E . 
A S E N T I N E L 
reporter

called upon Swayne at the county 
jail to inquire whether or not he had 
anything to say, but Swayne's counsel 
(the Colericks) had anticipated this 
visit, and Jack answered the majority 
of the reporter's questions like a clam.

"Were you on the grounds at the 
time the stabbing was done?"

I do not know her name, but can 
identify her; I was always friendly 
with deceased; when I heard deceased 
was stabbed I went to him; I asked

I was sitting with on the plat- 
form—she can tell you; I helped to

ome; I do not know anything about

F R A N K BEAUCHA'S TESTIMONY. 
My name is Frank Beaucha; I re- 
side in Fort Wayne; on the evening 
of the 4th of July I was at the dance 
on the fair grounds; I saw the de- 
ceased about a minute after he was 
stabbed; I did not see any one stab 
him; al^ut three minutes after the 
man was stabbed I saw a tall man 
with a plug hat and linen duster show 
a knife on the platform to some small 
boys; the blade of the knife looked 
to be about ten inches long; the boys 
called him "Doc."; he acted in a 
strange manner; he told the boys to 
keep mum about this"; be then, as 
I thought, put the knife in his hat 
and walked off" the platform toward 
the beer stand; I told a policeman 
that there was a man on the platform 
who had a knife in his hana and I 
thought he was the man who stabbed 
deceased; the officer went to him and 
took hold of him and searched him, 
but the knife could not be found; 
iust after I saw him with the knife 
[ saw him change his plug hat for a 
hat, with an old man; the man I saw 
with the knife was a tall slim man 
with a black 
mustache; I would 
recognize the man if I saw him again; 
~ first thought he put the knife in his 
sleeve; he then took off his hat and 
turned his back and I then thought 
he put the knife in his hat; this was 
before he went to the beer stand. 
JACOB WEIST'« TESTIMONY. 
My name is Jacob Weist; I reside 
about three miles west of the city on 
the Yellow River road; I have lived 
in Allen county about 23 years; I 
know Jack Swain by sight; Jack Swain 
was at my house on the 5th of July, 
between 2 and 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon; I and my sister, Rose Overly, 
Emma Zink and Jack Swain were sit- 
ting under an apple tree near my house 
yesterday; Jack said to the girls in 
my presence, "this is pretty rough;" 
he heard that the aicUi was dead, and 
said 
that 
they 
must 
all 
stick 
together and say that they knew 
nothing about it at all, if 
they 
were 
arrested; 
Jack 
Swain 
then 
said he stabbed the man at the fair 
grounds on the evening of the 4 th of 
July, 1879, and that he had cut him 
enough to hurt him; he said that 
there was from an inch to an inch and 
a half of blood on the blade of the 
knife when he looked at it next morn- 
ing; he asked me how lie could get 
home without being seen; I told him 
he had better go west, as there was a

I, William GafFney, coroner of AI;

the deceased, John Sheehey, came to 
his death by reason of a wound inflict- 
ed by a knife in the hands of one 
Jackson Swain, on the night of the 
4th of July, 1879, at the fair grounds, 
in the city of Fort Wayne. 
Deceased 
was twenty-seven years of age, of light 
complexion, about five feet ten inches 
high, and at the time of death was 
dressed in dark clothes.

Jack Swayne, the young man who 
committed the murder according to 
the verdict of Coroner Gaftney, is the 
youngest son of the late Jackson 
Swayne, the well known livery man. 
His mother, the widow Swayne, and 
the family are very worthy and re 
spectable. One sister is married to a 
conductor on the Grand Rapids road, 
another to Dave Walters, and his bro- 
ther George is the driver of the Alert 
Hook & Ladder truck, and a most ex- 
cellent young man. He is abeut 21 
years of age, and was employed a num- 
ber of years upon one of our railroads, 
but was discharged just after the great 
strike. 
For 
some 
time • past 
he has been in the employ of W. H. 
Myers, the contractor, taking care of 
his horses at Swinney Park. 
He has 
always home a good character, never 
having been arrested but once, which 
was quite recently, for violation of a 
city ordinance. He was sober on the 
night of the ball. 


Rose Overly alias 
Rose Wiest is a 
police court celebrity of varied expe- 
rience. 
By patient industry and 
steady application to business she has 
achieved much 
notoriety in her 
chosen profession. 
Her visits to the 
mayor have been quarterly for several 
years past, having at different times 
been arrested at the houses presided 
over by Kate Eckert, Mollie Nichols, 
Emma Zink, Lew Clark and others. 
She is about thirty years old and bears 
traces of considerable beauty, although 
her face is seamed with the unmistak- 
able marks of dissipation and debauch- 
ery, and her countenance has the bra- 
zeia air of the hardened 
prostitute. 
She is the wife of Tom Overly, to 
whom she was married a couple of 
years since. His reputation is also 
uufragrant. He spent some time prior 
to his marriage in jail, having been 
sent there for maliciou»ly breaking 
down a toll gate. 


Rebecca Wiest is a sister-in-law of 
Rose Overly, but is not so well known 
here. 
She' and her husband, 
Jake 
Wiest, 
formerly lived 
at 
Maples, 
where they left a bad record. They went 
from this county to Kansas but re- 
turned about a year ago. 
For some 
time past they have been living in 
the hut in Washington township where 
the arrests were made. Mrs. Wiest 
spent much of her time of late in the 
city, stopping at different houses of 
bad shape. 
She was arrested once or 
twice for lewdness. 
Her age is about 
thirty, and she is very repulsive in 
appearance. 


Emma Zink is well known 
here. 
She struck the turf four or five years 
ago, and has been making 
things 
lively ever since. 
She is between 
twenty-five and thirty years old, and 
was formerly very handsome. 
She 
has appeared before the mayor on 
divers and sundry times for prostitu- 
tion and has figured in several state 
eases before Ryan. She was married to 
Robert 
Zink, 
a 
railroad 
man, 
several years ago, and at the present 
term of the superior court obtained 
a divorce from him. 


Jake Wiest, who promises to figure 


Suite prominently in the case, is Rose 
•verly's brother and Rebecca Wiest's 
husband. He is a drunken cripple, 
and has a very bad reputation. 


Altogether the gang is about as de- 
praved a one as has been brought be- 
fore the public since the Dunlam- 
Tracy crowd was on the boards.

John Durbin and Bertie Wilson, 
who were arrested on Saturday on 
suspicion, were released from jail yes- 
terday morning. 


A young man who knows Jack 
Swayne well professes to have heard 
him say, recently, that if ever he got 
down on a man he would "knife him." 


Miss Nora Sheehy was at Chicago, 
and Miss Mary Sheehy at Toledo, 
spending the Fourth. 
They are sis- 
ters of the murdered man. Both have 
returned home. 


The funeral of the murdered man 
took place from the Cathedral at 3 
o'clock this afternoon and was largely 
attended. 
The body was interred in 
the Catholic Cemetery. 


Sheriff Munson displayed his usual 
vigilance in the arrest of the sup- 
S 
osed guilty parties in the late mur- 
er case. 
When a crime is committed 
he never rests until he sifts it to the 
bottom. He is one of the best oflicerg 
Allen county ever had. 


Swayne's friends claim that his in- 
nocence can be easily established; that 
it can be proved that on the evening 
of the dance he was in the company 
of two very respectable young ladies,

had made a deposit. Yesterday morn- 
ing, however, a cloud appeared upon 
the doctor's horizon. The cloud was not 
"at first not more than the size of a 
hand." 


Not much. It was a full blown 
cloud, weighing about 125 pounds, 
and Avas enveloped in a black alpaca 
dress and a crape veil. 
The cloud was 
of the variety not found in meteor- 
ological 
nomenclature, 
but was 
of the Mrs. E. A. Smith va- 
riety, 
which is the short of 
the Crawfordsville E. A. Smithson, 
and the long of Dr. Ball, Mrs. Smith 
was in search of her recreant husband 
who she says deserted her with a

"NEVER BOTHER HIM AGAIN. 


"I raised my parasol to hit him, but 
I did not strike.^' 


"Will you go to Chicago, to-night?" 
"I think I shall; I think it is best." 
"He said you were a disreputable 
woman, or that you led a disreputa- 
ble life? Is that a fact?" 


"No sir! it is not. I acknowledge 
that I was in a saloon in Indianapolis, 
but I was earning an honest living, 
which I had to do to live at all." 


"Will you ever bother him again? 
"I? No, never. I buried him where 
I buried my little babe. P e is dead 


to me henceforth. I can live and pro»- 
per under it, bat be will find the bit- 
ter end soon enough. Mark my words, 
that man will yet inside of one year 
come to me on his two bended knees 
and beg of me for a drink of water, 
but I will have none for him.

ter when whiskey is only 40 cents a 
gallon and beer retails at two glasses 
for five cents. 
The reporter recover- 
ed far enough to inquire "Is he a doc- 
tor?" 


•'He! no. He don't know any 
more about medicine than I do." 


"How were you treated by the offi- 
cers here?" 


"By some, very well. If this man 
(Guttermuth). and the young man 
(Falker) and the man they call cap- 
tain (Diehl) had been my own broth- 
ers they could not have treated me 
any better. But the prosecutor and 
justice some how didn't seem to care 
much about it, and I will not bother 
these men anymore." 


There may be another phase in the 
story which the reporter did not get 
"onto." 


Since writing the above the parties 
have had a new deal. Mrs. Smith did 
not go to Chicago last night, but she 
went to the mayor's court this morn- 
ing and filed an affidavit against the 
doctor for assault and battery as above 
described. 
Her statement was merely 
a corroboration of the story as related. 
The doctor said she was not his 
wife, but a woman who was 
gone on him and was followinghimfor 
blackmail. He says he had her im- 
prisoned at Milwaukee a year ago 
He said he was willing to pay for 
dispatch to Galveston, Tex., where 
she claimed to have married him, and 
by it disprove her statement. 


The doctor got considerably "rat- 
tled," and his statement wouldn'thold 
water; he was fined $1 and costs, 
which he paid and immediately had 
Mrs. Smith arrested for provoke.
